YOKOHAMA, March 7.—A serious division 
of feeling has arisen between the English and 
merican colonies relative to the shooting of 
ower Robinson,the English banker, 

py-Lieut. J. H. Hetherington of the United 
* states Navy. Under the existing treaties 

with Japan, European countries and the 

United States have extra-territorial juris- 

diction over criminals belonging to their 

respective nationalities. This jurisdiction 

Japan has for some time labored to abolish, 

put without success, as foreigners claim 
t they are not yet sufficiently convinced 
Japanese justice igfitted for dealing 
with civilized people. The case. of 
Lieut. Hetherington, of - course. comes 
under American jurisdiction, as he is the 
person accused, and he will ve tried by the 
american Consular Court, but the English 
are watching the case very jealously, and 
should Hetherington be acquitted or let off 

1 a light penalty there will probably, 
acing from existing feeling, be reprisals 
insome form. Kobinson was very popular 
among the English colony and his friends 
claimthat there was NO good cause oOr-ex- 
cuse for Hetherington taking the law in his 
own hands. 

The case has already led to very strained 
relations between English and American | 
cociety In Japan, and some of the leading 
English have given the cut direct to their 
American acquaintances, especiaily of the 
oficial class. As English infimences are pre- 
dominant in Japan the situation also affects 
unfavorably American relations with the 
natives. Heatherington’s friends are mak- 
ing efforts to secure evidence that will. place 
him rigiit in the eves of the foreign element 
and give a reason for his acquittal that both 
th Americans and English will regard as 
satisfactory. They hope to prove that Rob- 
inson boasted of hisconquests of the other 
sex. that Mrs. Hetherington was not the 
only victim of his wiles, ana that the circum.- 
stances under which Lieut. Hetherington 
took the life of the alleged seducer of his 
wife would have justified any husband in 
ectingas he did. Onthe other hand, Rob- 
jnson’s ante-mortem statement, denying 
thathe had been guilty of any wrong and 
asserting that he had only flirted with Mrs. 

Hetherington, has many believers and will, 
itisclaimed, tell strongly against Hether- 
gton on his trfal. 

The case isa most embarrassing one for 
the Consular Court, whose duties are usually 
confined to complaints against or Dy seamen 
or occasional acts of wrong-doing by cosmo- 
politan vagrants. It isall the more embar- 
rassing because the Japanese will watch It. 
narrowly,as aspecimen of foreign justice, 
which they are now losing no opportunity to 
criticise. The Japanese are deeply aggrieved 
because America and England have not con- 
sented to accept Japanese jurisdiction for 
theirsubjects, and they will, therefore, be 
delighted to be able to point to an alleged 
failure of justice.

SECRETARY FOSTER. 


HIS HEALTH IMPROVED BY HIS VISIT TO LON- 
DON. 

LonponN, March 7.—The Hon. Charles Fos- 
ter, Secretary of the United States Treasury, 
and the Right Hon, George J. 
Goschen, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, have had two interviews, but 
nothing has been settled concerning the 
holding of the currency conference. That 
matter depends entirely upon the coming 
negotiations. Mr. Foster will. start for 
Southampton to-day, where he will proceed 
on a short visit on the Isle of Wight 
before sailing Wednesday on his return 
to the United States. He has made 
. around London,  visit- 
the docks, the Tower of London and the Na- 
tional Gallery. He has also visited the Seven 
Dials districts, where so many of London’s 
poor have their habitations, and expressed 
great surprise at the absence of the squalor 
he expected to see in the EastEnd, The 
health of the Secretary shows a marked im- 
provement. 


THE DOMINION, 


CANADIAN CRUI SERS WILL BE PLACED ON THE 
GREAT LAKES. 

OTTAW A, Ontario, March 7.—Two new light 
steel revenue cutters are about to be placed 
on the upper lakes by the Dominion Govern- 
ment for the protection of the fisheries in 
these waters from the depletion by the use 
ofGill and Hound nets, bothof which are 
illegal. It was suggested thatithe old vessels 
replaced by new 
boats of light draughtand built for speed. 
One of the new boats will be placed on Lake 
Superior and the other on Lake Huron, the 
old boats for these lakes being commissioned 
for coastiservice on the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
for preventive work in counection with smug- 
gling by Frenhmen from the. Miquelon and 
Other islands. There willbe no violation of 
old treaties in any way. 


BEHRING SEA ARBITRATION. 

Nothing is known here respecting the al- 
leged appointment of an English insurance 
man tothe position of urbitrator in connec- 
tion with the proposed{Behring Sea arbi- 
tration. The reportis understood to be en- 
tirely unfounded. The Dominion Govern- 
ment has not yet beenasked to name the 
Canadian.representative on the arbitration, 
but there isaconsensus of opinion that the 
Government would do well to appoint an 
eminent Fregch-Canadian jurist, as the pro- 
ceedings of the conference are to be held in 
Paris and will be continued in the French 
language. 

‘ MANITOBA RESOURCES. 

A new pamphlet dealing with the resources 
of Manitoba and northwest territories has 
just been prepared by the officials of the immi- 
gration branch and is now going through the 
press. It makesa specialty of the testimony 
of the delegates of Dakota, who visited the 
Northwest and embodies the experience of 
many settlers who removed from the Dakotas 
into Oanadian territory. The migratory 
movement, which took place last year is ex- 
pected to be largely accelerated and encour- 


ageda'by!the facts contained in this pamphlet.

SOCIALIST AGITATION IN LEIPSIC—A RUMOR 


DENIED—BRIEFS. 

BERLIN, March 7.—Several arrests were 
made to-day of persons who were engaged in 
yesterday’s disturbances at Leipsic. Great 
discontent prevails among the working 
classes of that city, especially those engaged 
in wool spinning, although the leaders in 
Sunday’s attempted outbreak are said to 
have been employes of the great Leipsic pub- 
lishing houses, which is the leading industry 
of the place. The workingmen in the book 
business have foralongtime been dissatis- 
fied with wages and treatment, and as they 
are generally more intelligent and better in- 
formed than the tradesmen in other lines, 
they are usually looked up to as leaders in any 
popular movement. The socialist § ele- 
ment is very strong among them, 
and they are continually agita- 
ting more or less actively, in favor 
of the Socialist party. There are also in 
Leipsic a good number of extremists, who 
look to revolution as the only remedy for 
popular wrengs. Of the crowd that gathered 
in the market place the majority were wool 
spinners, led by printers and book- binders. 


They were not at first interfered with, but « 


when one of the speakers spoke of royalty as 
bearing down too heavily on the people, and 
therefore fot to be tolerated, the police 
thought it time for action. They marched in 
force to the mmrket place, pressing the 
crowd back without having to use their 
weapons. The workingmen seemed at first 
stubborn and apparently inclined to resist, 
but concluded to retire without violence. 
To-dey the police are out in strong force, and 


the streets are quiet.

St. PETERSBURG, March 7.—While the 
Ozarina and Czarewitch were driving on the 
Vevsky prospect yesterday afternoon a tall 
man with adark moustache and wearinga 
loose Overcoat ran out from the crowd and 
threw a parcel at the carriage, but it dropped 
to the ground several feet in the rear. Sev- 
eral arrests were made within a few minutes, 
but with what result cannot. be ascertained, 
The bundle consisted of a metal receptacle 
containing a fluid which will be analyzed. 


DISASTROUS HURRICANE.. 

LIsBoN, March 7.—The hurricane which 
passed over the Portugtiese' coast yesterday 
did much damage to property and to the 
harbor works here. A number of houses 
were unroofed, chimneys blown down and 
trees prostrated. Six persons who were pass- 
ing along the streets were struck by fiying 
debris and Killed. A number of others were 
more or less seriously injured by the falling 
bricks, tiles, etc. The River Tagus, which in 
some places had already overflowed -its 
banks, continues to rise rapidly and threatens 
considerable damage. Itisfullof driftwood 
and navigation of the stream has become so 
halzardous that few, if any, attempt it.

AN AFRICAN RULER’S FALL. 


How the French Compelled Samory to 
.Abandon His Home. 


New YORK, March 7.—The cable a 
few days ago announced that the 
French force under Col. Humbert hada 
routed the powerful ruler Samory and taken 
possession of his domain in West Africa. 
The account was very brief. Facts of inter- 
est supplementing the cablégram are given 
by a writer in the New York Sun, who points 
ont that in Col. Humbert’s victory the 


French have vanquished their most bitter 
and formidable enemy, a man who rose from 
ahumble slave tobe the rulerofa million 
and a half of people and of acountry in the 
Western Soudan, eastof Liberia and Sierra 
Leone, that is larger than most European 
States. Continuing the writer says: 

This is the beginning ofthe Soudanese cam- 

aign of 1892. Two victories were won by the 

rench and they occupied the capital ofthe 
enemy, allin twelve days. It is supposed 
that Lieut.-Col. Humbertis now engaged in 
carrying out the further orders of his Gov- 
ernment. lite was instructed to force Samory 
fromthe throne, to disperse his organized 
forces, to punish allallies of Samory, to es- 
tablish completely the superiority of the 
French arms, and\as soon as possible to place 
at the head of the conquered country native 
chiefs whose fidelity was unquestioned. He 
was alsotosee that Samory was deprived ofr 
all power to forma new center of resistance 
against the*French. This was the pro- 
gramme prepared by the French Govern- 
ment, and later tidings will probably show 
that Humbert is faithfully carrying it out. 

The story of Samory 1s a remar«able one. 
When a little boy he was given asa ransom 
tothe Marabout Sory Idrahina for a woman 
who had been made meetty? by that chief, 
The boy early showed that he had remark- 
able abilities. His intelligence, cour age and 
and talent for intrigue made him, while still 
avery young man, thechief adviser of the 
Marabout. But Samory saw before him a 
greater future than any his master could 
give him. At that time the power of the 
great Mahmadou, who had consolidated 
many of the little States of West Africa 
into a powerful empire, had fallen to 
pieces after his death. Samory looked about 
him for an alliance among the revivified 
States which was worthy of his abilities. and 
would give him a chance to carry out his am- 
bious projects. He suddenly deserted his 
master and offered his services to Bitiki, the 
King of Corong, who was gladto have the 
young man join him. He had no reason, how- 
ever, torejoice in his acquisition, for the 
wily Samory, by his skillful intrigues, com- 
pletely crushed the aye of his new master, 
placed himself on his throne and began his 
conquering career, 4 

He seized the country of Konadugu and 
killed its King. The large district of Koni 
voluntarily surrendered to the conquerer. 
Then soldiers from all the little States far 
and wide began to flock to Samory to place 
themselves under the patronage of the rising 
star of West Africa. e laid siege to Sanan- 
koro, his native town, and by a Drililant as- 
sault captured its fortress. The most im- 
portant kingdom in West Africa, - Was- 
sulu, surrendered to him without a 
blow. Finally an aliiance with the 
Mandigoes made him by far the most re-. 
doubtable chief on the upper Niger. In the 
course of his triumphs he attacked his first 
master, defeated him in battle, made his old 
patron a prisoner, andthe unfortunate chief 
soon succumbed: to the hardships of his 
captivity. Allthese events advanced tothe 
highest the power and military prestige of 
Samory. Hecompelled the King of Bissan- 
dugu, now his capital city, to beg his pardon 
for the resistance he had offered, and to pro- 
claim himself his vassal. 

The empire of Samory, up to the time of 
his defeat in January by the French, was very 
extensive. It was composed of 160 of the 
former little States of that partof Africa. It 
was limited onthe north by the empire of 
Segu, on the west by the possessions of the 
French on the Upper Niger, and the territory 
of Liberia and Sierra Leone. Still this im- 
mense territory did not suffice for his ambl- 
tion. He coveted the entire Western Soudan 
and this greed for the acquisition of territory 
made him for years most troublesome to the 
French.

THE LIE PARLIAMENTARY BANDIED 
VERY FREELY. 


The Committee on Rules Omnipotent in 
Legislation—No Developments in the 
Behring Sea Controversy—Postal Tele- 
graph Bill Introduced in the Senate— 
Washington News and Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. 0., March 7.—The debate 
upon the order from the Committee on Rules 
setting apart March 22, 23 and 24 for the con- 
sideration of the Bland silver bill was pref- 
aced by a lively parliamentary controversy 
upon the ruling of the chair as to the priority 
of the order over the reading of the journal. 
Immediately after the prayer by 
the chaplain, Mr. Catchings asked for imme- 
diate consideration of the order. To this. Mr. 
Tracy of New York objected on the ground 
thatiit was not in orger until after the journal 
had been read. 

Upon this Speaker ruled that the order was 
in order at that time, from which Mr, Tracy 
appealed and supported the appeal 
in an emphatic and impassioned 
speech. He was followed by Mr. Fitch, his 
colleague, who said that there was much 
being said in his State now upon the subject of 
snap-judgment "and snap-convention, ‘‘and 
when weare metas we have been met here 
to-day, with a proposed snap consideration 
of this order, you’’ (addressing the free’sil- 
ver men) ‘‘will meet, as you deserve, with an 
emphatic protest,’’ 

Mr. Bland said he had viewed these pro- 
ceedings with an amazement. Last Tuesday 
he had been approached by Mr. Cochrane of 
New York and Mr. Andrew of Massachusetts, 
and asked to agree to a postponement of 
the vote on this question until Monday next 
(to-day) they promising tod have their 
associates present and proceed to 
a vote to-day without filidustering. 


Now, upon aruling ofthe Speaker, made in 
strict accordance with the rules, which says 
that a report fromthe Committee on Rules 
is always in order,the opponents of the silver 
bill proceed to filibuster in violation of the 
agreement made, 

A controversy then ensued between the 
Speaker and Mr. Tracy overtheright of the 
latter to have an hour for discussion of his 
arppeal,and yield such portion of that time as 
he desired to other members, 

Mr. Tracy warmly resented the attempt of 
the chair, as he expressed it **to take him off 
the floor,’’ and said he did+ Rot want to be 
looked atin that way, whiereat there, was a 
great laugh. The matter passed over without 
a decision bythe chair upom the point in- 
volved. 

Mr. Cochrane stated that his recollection of 
the conversation between himself and Mr, 
Bland was Widely different ?pm that: stated 
bythe latter gentleman. He sald he had ap- 
pehled io the gentleman toconsent to a vote 
being taken to-day, and Mr. Bland 
had refusea to give the consent. But 
he desired to say that in his 
opionion, the ruling of the chair was erro- 
neous and fraught with danger. For himself, 
he could not tell untilafter the journal had 
been read, under what condition the House 
assembied, or whether the last legislative 
day had expired. It was a dangerous ruling 
and he protested against it. 

Mr. Lockwood of New York: ‘‘I rise to a 
parliamentary inguiry.’’

Mr. Lockwood: ‘‘I do not remember any 
occasion during the Fifty- first Congress when 
an appeal to read the journal of the 
House was denied.

In ¢losing the debate Mr. Catchings from 
the Committee on Rules said therule under 
which the report was called up was adopted 
forthe purpose of enabling the committee to 
do just whatit was attempting todo. He 
moved to lay the appeal on the table. 

Speaker Crisp, stating the question, called 
attention to the rule which governed the re- 
ceipt of communications from the Senate 
that they should not be in order while the 
journal was being read, while the yeas and 
nays were being called, or while the House 
was dividing upon any question. There 
was no such restriction upon the 
right of the Committee on Rules tocall upa 
report. Not finding any he had construed 
the rule to permitthe order regarding the 
silver bill to be taken up at the time it was. 
He desired only, however, to enforce the 
rules as he found them;if the House desired 
to change them, or was not satisfied with his 
construction of them, it could do so and he 
would enforce them according to the con- 
struction adopted by the House. 

On the motion to lay the appeal on the table 
the yeas were 194; nays, 74.

CONGRESSMAN SPRINGER. 


A Slight Improvement in His Condition 
Reported To-Day. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 7.—There was 
‘much anxiety among the friends of Repre- 
sentative William M. Springer of Illinois yes- 
terday, when the fact became known that 
a Change for the worse had taken place. At 
aan early hour this morning, however, Mr. 
Springer slept fora time, and upon awaken- 
ing appeared somewhat better. 
Mr. Springer was seized with an attack of 
erysipelas last Friday. He had attended the 


Silver caucus the night before and had made 
a Speech in Baltimore the night before that. 
He was very muchrun down and needed rest. 
He had an attack of erysipelas about a year 
ago. Thistime it found him completely at 
its mercy. 

Mr. Springer’s activity since the opening of 
the Speakership campaign about the 20tn of 
November has been sufficient to wear out a 
much stronger man, 

Following the close of the eae con- 
test came the appointment of Mr. Springer as 
Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee. 
He has ever since given his whole time to the 
work of the committee, and his researches 
and conferences on the wool question alone 
were most exhaustingto him, The statistics

ture are reduced and he manifests much less 
delirium than engage His mind appears 
to be clearing up and the periods of coma are 
less frequent. He takes nourishment well 
to-day, and another good indication of im- 
provement is that he is more sénsitive to 
external impressions and sounds than 
he had been since his illness. 
For instance he is sensitive to the noise of the 
street cars and to the rolling of the carriages 
of callers as they come uptothedoor. Upto 
this time he has during his whole Illness been 
oblivious tothese things. This shows that 
heis returning gradually to his normal con- 
dition. While this great sensitiveness is ab- 
normal toa degree, yetit ismore akintoa 
normal state than the constant delirium and 
coma. When he beginsto hearand to real- 
ize sounds and to want quiet, that is an indl- 
cation of improvement. The _ erysipelas 
has nearly stopped spreading, and there are 
indications in some places that itis beginning 
to disappear. On the right side of his face, 
where it first began, itis now less, and the 
fact that at the int where the first out- 
break occurred there is now less swelling, is 
an indication that the strength of the disease 
is broken. Whilethereisa tendency of the 
swelling to spread in some places, yet the in- 
fiammation is less virulent. The fact that its 
progress is checked is a splendid indica- 
tion. His vitality of course is 
still -very low. He complains this 
morning of gPeat weakness. While that 
is true, yet the fact that he complains of it is 
not an indication that helis any weaker than 
in the past, but merely that he Is conscious 
of that weakness. For several days he has 
been practically unconscious of his physical 
condition in the matter of vitality and vigor. 
The fact that he is to-day fully conscious of it 
does not add any toit, or show that it is any 
worse than before, but the mere conscious- 
nessisan eyidence of improvement in his 
general condition.’’

Ques: Dr. Drew, I see by the report of the 
Dairy and Food Commission of this State that 
in making analyses of the various baking 
powders of the country you report asa result 
of your work ttat the Royal Baking Powder 
contains and gives off in baking a greater per 
cent of carbonic acid gas (leavening gas)than 
any other baking powder made; is that true?

WANTS IT EXHUMED 


Charles Preiss Asks the Coroner to Ex- 
hume His Father's Body. 


HE SAYS HE BELIEVES HIS PARENT DIED 
OF POISONING. 


A Reputable Physician Said That the Old 
Man Died of Cancer—A Collector anda 
Debtor Have a Lively Row—Conurt of 
Criminal Correction—The Day’s Police 


News. 


Mr. Charlies Preiss of 3829 Vista avenue 
visited the Coroner’s office to-day and asked 
that the body of his father, Ferdinand 
Preiss, who died Feb. 17, last, be exhumed. 
He believed that the old gentleman had 
been poisoned and he wanted an 
examination made of his body. A 
reputable doctor had given cancer of 
the stomach asthe cause of death, and he 
might have been honest in that, but it was 
nevertheless true, Mr. Preiss said, that the 
doctor had not seen him for several days 
prior to the patient’s death and it was his, 
Preiss’, belief that- the man had been 
poisoned. ‘‘I don’t believe he died 
of cancer of the stomach,’’ said 
Mr. Preiss. ‘‘How could a man eat limberger 
cheese and all such things if he had cancer of 
the stomach?’’ 

Mr, Preiss looked at Mr. Meade for a reply, 
but the question was too much for the Deputy 
Coroner. 

Mr. Preiss said that his father had died, 
cutting him off with $1, while he left $1,200 to 
astepdaughter. He also said the old gentie- 
man was not allowedto seeaniece of his 
whom he wanted to see just before his death. 
Ayoung brother of this niece accompanied 
Mr. Preiss to the Ooroner’s and corroborated 
this portion of Preiss’ statement. 

Mr. Méade told the gentlemen that he could 
not take any action inthe matter uniess the 
allegations were embodied in an affidavit. 
Mr. Preiss should visit the doctor who had 
given the certificate of death and learn all 
that he knew aboutthe last sicknes, of the 
old gentleman, as the doctor might 
have more information on the subject than 
he (Mr. Preiss) was aware of. Heshould also 
learn from the witnesses tothe will what 
they knew of the document in question. The

THE FUGITIVE BANKER. 


Gideon W. Marsh of the Looted Keystone 
in South America.

Marsh, he Said, was last seen in Ouro Preto, 
capital of the Brazilian Province of Minas 
Geraes. His flight from justice was accom- 
plished on a vesselof the United States & 
Brazil Mail Steamship Co., whose wharves 
are at the Roberts’ Stores, Brooklyn. He 
took passage at Pernambuco, where he 
remained until the latter part of October, 
leading a very quiet life. Most of his time 
was passed inthe town. in company with a 
few Americans,who were staying at the same 
hotel as himself. His party made occasional 
trips into the adjacent country, Visiting the 
mines, cotton factories and coffee plan- 
tations. With a single companion arsh 
madeatripto Ouro Preto, Morro Veho, and 
Minas Novas, remaining away some days, On 
his return from this journey he announced 
that he was going to Ouro Preto to remain for 
an indefinite period, and gave up his apart- 
ments at the hotel. Beyond the bare fact of 
his intention to make a long stay at Ouro 
Preto, he gave no inkling of his purpose. 

Three days after his *departure from Per- 
nambuco a ship arrived from New York bear- 
ing aletter to the United States Consul, in 
which was inclosed a copy of the police 
poster announcing a reward of $5,000 for the 
asprehension of Marsh, The poster was hung 
up in the Consulate, but was given no 
wide publicity. It was thought in Pernam- 
buco, said Mr. Rheinstorm, that Marsh had 
been advised of the sending of this notice and 
decided to make himself scarce. He has since 
been heard from by his friends at Pernam- 
buco, and he sent word that he was 
enjoying good health, and was having 
an enjoyable time at Ouro Preto. In one 
letter he

SEES MYSTERIOUS FACES, 


Dr. Scudder Haunted by Strange Fancies 
~His Wife and Children. 

CHICAGO, March 7.—Henry M. Scudder still 
hears mysterious voices and sees strange 
faces peéring in at his window in the Deten- 
tion Hospital. At least he still says he does, 
and Dr. Noble, the county physician, seems 
inclined to believe him, While the doctor 
was eating yesterday his wife and two chil- 
dren called on him. He was pleased to see 
the boy and girl, but’ as soon as his eye 
lighted on his wife he became excited. 

‘*Get out of here,’’ hecried. ‘‘Get out of 
this room. Leave me alone, can’t you? You 
are one of them, [know you. You are tryin 
totorment me. Everybody is against me.’ 
His wife approached and attempted to soothe 
him, but he. pushed her angrily away and 
told her to leave the room, 

Dr. Noble was with Mrs. Scudder and told 
her husband that he should speak kindly to 

‘*‘You are not acting like a good 


on’t care if I am not. Goaway and 
leave me. I want to be left alone and she 
alarms me.’’ 

As he finished speaking Scudder attempted 
to force his wife from the room. Seeing that 
Mrs. Scudder was agitating her husband she 
was advised to leave the room. She did so 
and the alleged crazy man became caim,. His 
children remained with him over an hour 
and seemed to have a good effect on him. 

Scudder’s health has improved since he 
went to the hospital. He eats and sleeps 
well, but claims to hear whisperings and 
sec strange faces peering in at his windows. 
Dr. Noble said he and Dr. Lyman had exam- 
ined Scudder for several hours yesterday, but 
declined to make public the results of their 
examination. 

Late last night as Dr. Scudder was walking 
up and down the corridor in front of his cell, 
he suddenly gave a shriek ,seized a chair,and, 
exclaiming, ‘‘Soyouarein league With my 
wife, are you,’’ he struck with terrific forcea 
harmless patient confined in the same corri- 
dor and who was taking awalk. Scudder 
was soon disarmed by attendants and thrust 
in his cell, where he was manacied and the 
door securely locked. He was terribly ex- 
cited and kept repeating: ‘*They told meto 
do it; I could not help it; it had to be done.’’ 
The wound of the patient, while a bad one, 
was not serious. 

The statement was made to-day that Dr. 
Scudder attempted to kill a fellow patient in 
the Detention Hospital yesterday afternoon, 
The two patients had been tramping through 
the corridors as they had done all day. Dr. 
Scudder entered his cell, grasped a chair, 
and, ashis victim passed the cell door, nit 
him on the head with it. Before he could re- 
peatthe blow the attendants came tothe 
rescue, and, afteraflerce struggle, the doc- 
tor was overcome and placed inirons. He 
accused his fellow- patient of being in league 
with his wife to convict him of murder.

THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE DECISIONS. 


Plan for Preventing Diversion of Traffic to 
Canada. 


The friends of the Interstate Commerce 
law, who were at first of the opinion that the 
decision in the District Court at Springfield, 
Ill,, had practically nullifed that law, are 


now inclined to look upon itas a blessing in 
disguise. More than this meme! of the rail- 
roads that have hitherto bitterly opposed the 
law now believe that it can be made to 
operate, not only greatly to their advantage, 
but also to that of the country at large. Tele- 
grams from Chicago received this morning by 
private wire are to the effect that a new 
scheme is on foot by which nearly 
all of the traffic now carried on the Canadian 
lines from this country can be kept on Amer- 
ican lines and a competition which has been 
considered as unfair because of the State aid 
given to Canadian lines can be practically 
stopped.. Should the interstate commerce 
law stand as it does now and no further legis- 
lation be dndertaken, itis admitted that an 
irnmense amount of traffic will be Givyerted 
from American to Canadian Mnes, It is 
even asserted that this result was 
foreseen when the'bill was passed and that no 
proviso respecting it was put In because of 
the influence of several New England lines 
notably the Vermout Central, in order tha 
they might obtain an aavantage through the 
transfer oftrade. Already contracts at cut 
rates have been made for the carriage of 
grain and flour into Montreal, and its ship- 
ment thence to New York by way of the Ver- 
mont Central, aline that under ordinary con- 
ditions obtains very little of this trade. The 
scheme which is meant to defeat this 
plan will be presented to Oongress 
within. a short time, though it 
has been formulated only dur ng the last 
three or four days. It isto adopt egistation 
which will apply the laws regulating oceanic 
traffic to traffic by land. By these iaws no 
foreign vessel is allowed to carry goods from 
ohe American — to another. With such 
an addition to the law as applied tothe Cana- 
Gian railroads the interstate commerce law 
could be saved and the Canadian ratlroads 
revented from carrying grain from one 
merican shipping point to another, and 
thus deprived of nearly all the business that 
they would gain were there no change 
in the laws. Ashipment could not be taken 
from Chicago or Minneapolis and delivered to 
an American line on the northeastern bor¢ 
er, the process'which is now possible.

THE FAMOUS DEAL. 


It Has Not Yet Been Consummated—Mr. 
Specht’s Intentions. 


The rumor which for the past week has 
been floating about the streets of St. Louis 
to the effect that the ‘‘Famous’’ had been 
sold wa&s substantiated to-day by Mr. E, 
P. V. Ritter who has just returned from New 
York and states that the good will and stock 
of the company has practically been sold 
though the transaction is not yet completed 


but will be unless some unforeseen obstacle 
peneonte itself before the end of the week. 

Vhen the Famous was destroyed by fire on 
Nov. 17 last year, Mr. Joseph Specht and 
Mr. E. P. V. Ritter went East to inspect the 
large retail clothing establishments of Eas- 
tern cities and profit by the most modern in- 
ventions and conveniences. At the time it 
was not their intention to sell any interest in 
the immense concern known as. the 
‘*Famous.’’ The architect who accompanied 
the gentlemen on their Eastern trip made 
notes of all new ideas presented in the modern 
structures of the East and on his return at 
once began the task of drawing plans for the 
largest and most improved retail clothing- 
house in the country. The plans were co 
pleted, approved and adopted by the com- 
pany, and the specifications were ordered 
without delay. While East on one of their 
recent trips Messrs. Specht and Ritter were 
approached by Mr. May of the May Shoe & 
Clothing Co. of Denver, Colo., one of the 
largest retail dealers in the Western United 
States. He made a _ _. proposition to 
buy out stock of the Famous, 
the good will of the company and 
take a lease of the building the company was 
about to build and occupy. An offer was 
made of such generous proportions that the 
St. Louls gentlemen did not ignore it, and, 
in fact, nares’ to accept it, though they did 
not bind the bargain. The May Shoe & Cloth- 
ing Co., itis understood, agreed to pay the 
Famous-Shoe & Clothing Co. a rental for the 
new building of $60,000 a year for ten years 
and $50,000 a year for the second ten years. 
If this sum were to be considered only 
as a rental for the bullding it 
would be very high indeed, as the new bulld 
ing is to cost $150,000. The yearly payment of 
$60,000, however, covers the purchase of the 
‘*Famous’’ stock of clothing and shoes now 
on hand, the good will of the company and 
the purchase of the stock now in the hands of 
others besides Messrs, Specht, Ritter, Clem- 
ents and others. Speaking ofthe sale this 
morning Mr. Ritter said: 

**Some seem to consider the sale complete 
and settled, when, in fact itis not. Mr. 
Specht, myself and others are to meet the 
gentiemen making the proposition ina few 
daysandclosethe transactionif everything 
is satisfactory. Untilthe transfer is made 
we cannot say the sale is made.’’ 

It is generally believed that the under- 
standing between Mr. Specht and the pur- 
chasers is complete and that only the few 
minor details remain. Mr. Specht’s actions 
would indicate that he has withdrawn from 
active business permanently, as he. has 
offered his residence on West Pine street for 
sale and, itis said, is trying to dispose of his 
other real estate interests here. The purchase 
of a country seat at Gunston, in the 
mountains of Eastern Virginia and his with- 
drawal froma busy business life has given 
birth to the story that Mr. Specht has 
changed his religious belief and has: been 
converted to the fascinating study of Theo- 
sophy by his talented and learned wife, 
who is said to be thoroughly versed in 
the lore of Buddha. Mr. Specht, it was said, 
would withdraw from the busy, struggling 
world and give up his life in his quiet moun- 
tain retreat tothe pleasure of deep study in 
the doctrine. Mr. Ritter laughed long and 
loud when he was told the suspicions of some 
friends. He said it wasa wild imagination. Mr. 
and Mrs. Spe¢ht were good Methodists and 
strong supporters of thechurch to which 
they belonged. They knew nothing more of 
theosophy thanany well-read:and well-in- 
formed persons Knewof the doctrine, and 
he was sure Mr. Specht had never gone 
further into the study of the creed than to 
learn its points. Mr. Specht, he said, 
would not release his interest in the 
new building for a very large sum and would 
still retain his realestate interests heré, but 
he did not care to maintain a residence here 
when be intended tospend mostof his time 
in the new Virginia home wherd he and his 
wife are now stopping.

SHE ASKS $1,000 DAMAGES FOR AN AL- 
LEGED ASSAULT.

‘The Case on Trial Before Judge Valliant 
To-Day—Mrs. Stell Becomes Excited 
While Giving Her Testimony—An Im- 
portant Decision in Reference to Mrs. 
Winifred Patterson’s Will. 


Mrs, Anna Stell, a well-dressed elderly 
woman, {s prosecuting her son Frank J. 
Stell,in Judge Valliant’s court to-day for $1,000 
damages, for an assaulting and beating she 
alleges he gave her. Stell Keepsa store at 
816 Franklin avenue, and his mother alleges 
that while inthe store one dayin January, 
1891, he gétruck her withhis fists. The 
testimony of Mrs, Stell was obtained 
with much filfficulty. She was represented 
by Attorney Carl Otto. When called upon to 
relate the circumstances of the alleged as- 
sault she Became hysterical, and instead of 
responding tothe questions of the attorneys 
she would go off into an extended account of 
her domestic troubles. The whole difficulty 
between her and her son began with his 
marriage, She blamed her daughter-in-law. 
The Court cautioned her several times to 
answer the questions asked and not relate 
any other circumstance. She, however, 
failedto pay any attention to the Court’s 
admonition and would not wait for a ques- 
tion to be asked before starting to relate 
Judge 
Valliant finally told Mrs. Stell that unless she 
did as he told her he would not hear the 
case, 

E, A. B. Garesche and Attorney Hobine 
represented the son. When_ they a. to 
cross-examine Mrs. Stell she began tocry. 
She admitted that she might have called her 
son’s wife an improper name on the occasion 
of the alleged assault, and that she had 
called her son a thief. 

The defendant, when he took the stand, 
denied that he struck his mother. She came 
into the store, he stated, and began abusing 
him and calling him and his wife names. He 
told her, he said,that she might call him 
whatever she liked, but that she must let his 
wife alone., Instead of doing this, he said, 
she went up to his wife, who was in the back 
part ofthe store, and called her improper 
names. Stell said he told his mother that 
she would have to leave. There were cus- 
tomers inthe store. When she kept on he 
said he took her by the hand and led her out 
of the store, but that he did not strike her. 

William Breming, a boy who is employed 
by Stell in the store, testified fhat he was 
present at the scene between Mrs. Stell and 
her son. She game into the store, he said, 
and began ‘‘raising cain,’’ as he expressed 
it, with Mr. Stell. 

**What do you you mean by ‘raising cain?’ 
asked Attorney Hobine.’’ 

**She was giving him the devil,*’ answered 
the boy, who was about 16. 

A laugh went around, and Judge Valliant 
cautioned the witness to be careful of what 
language he used. Hethen qualified his re- 
marks by statingthat Mrs. Stell called her 
son a thief and a scoundreland Mrs. Stell a 
‘*‘chippie.’’ Mr. Stell took his mother by the 
arm, the boy said, aundled her out but did 
not strike her. 


Decision in the Patterson Wiil. 

Jdge Valliant gave his decision to-day in 
the application presented to him recently 
asking him to construe a clause of the will of 
Mrs. Winifred Patterson, who died last Octo- 


ber and left an estate of over $509,000, devised 
principally to charitable and religious insti- 
tutions. Among the bequests was the prop- 
erty occupied by the Laclede Building at 
Fourth and Olive streets. The building is 
owned by the Laclede Bullding Co. and the 
ground is leased from the Patterson estate at 
a yearly rental of $16,000. After ordering an 
annuity to the amount of of $2,300to be paid 
out of the rent, the property under the will 
was left to the Catholic Orphans’ Board and 
the Good Shepherd Convent, in_ the 
proportion of three-fourths to the 
asylums and one-fourth to the Good Shep- 
herd. The proceeding in court is an amicable 
proceeding to determine who shall collect the 
rent. The Laclede Building Co. claims that a 
trust has been created, which it would be 
called upon to execute in paying the rent to 
the different parties. A special trustee, it was 
held, should be appointed to _ collect 
the money. Judge Valliant rules that where 
a legacy has been left in such a manner as to 
create a trust and that no trustee has been 
named, that the devisee is the trustee under 
the law unless it can be shown that such 
legatees are incapacitated or unwilling to 
act. Thisis not shownin the present case, 
the court states, anda ruling is made that 
the devisees collect the money themselves. 
The amount of yearly commissions which 
would be paid to a trustee or the executor of 
Mrs. Patterson’s estate is saved by Judge 
Valliant’s decision to the Sisters and asy- 
lums, which were represented by Attorney 
A. J. P. Garescheand John K. Dickson. Five 
per cent is the usual allowance to a trustee in 
such cases.

HUDSON’S BLACK FLAG. 


Sequel to the Sensational Dr. Howard 
—? Murder Trial. 


JoPLrx, Mo., March 7.—Much excitement 
exists here, which was started last night by 
the arrest of Charies Brown who is said to be 
aspy for George Hudson, who was tried at 
Rolla, Mo., and acquitted of the charge of 
murdering Dr. T. G. Howard, It will be re- 


membered that much bitterness was exhib- 
at the trial of the case between the friends of 
Hudson and a faction who were very 
active in trying to secure his 
conviction, and prognostications were freely 
made when Hudson was acquitted that 
trouble would ensue. 

This, it is stated, has been the case, and 
Hudson, it is alleged, has raised the black 
flag against all who took active parts In try- 
ing to have him brought tothe gallows, It 
is not understood, however, that this in- 
cludes the officers of the law, but out- 
side individuals who took active parts 
and spent their money, itis said, in the en- 
deavor. Since the trial of Hudson some of 
those who were most active in aiding the 
prosecution have been secretly making ar- 
rangements to leave the country. Among 
those was John Tate, who lives near Granby 
and who was a witnessin the case. He in- 
tended to leave his farm and come to Joplin. 
lie was afraid, however, to make the trip 
alone, and yesterday a party composed of 
his friends left Joplin to escort him here. 

Brown, who tis a stranger here, has been in 
town for several days making inquiries as to 
the places of residence and habits of persons 
who were principal witnesses against George 
Hudson atthe trial. Brown learned of the 
leaving of the party to guard Tate 
in moving from his farm, 
and telegraphed, it is stated, 
George Hudson that a mob had started to 
Granby to surprise him. Brown was soon 


after arrested on a charge of horse-stealing.

New York, March 7.—The report that 
James Jarvis, a book canvasser, who died 
from a fractured skull attributed to a fall 
upon the walk Friday night, was oncean 
English police inspector, has greatly interes- 
ted Irishmen connected with secret Irish 
organizations.

A numberof Irishmen 
met pecan a where the body of Jarvis is, 
andthey say that hewas undoubtedly the 
former police inspector. They say he was 
expelled from Scotland Yard seven years 
ago because of his reported connection with 
a race track swindle, Two others 
alleged to be implicated with Jarvis re- 
mained in England and set up public houses 
in London. Mrs. Leonard, with whom Jarvis 
lodged says that he often spoke of his former 
exploits of capturing dynamiters and of his 
expulsion from Scotland Yard.

These officers are clothed by law with the accusing 
or prosecuting power, and they will doubtless sub- 
mit for your investigation all cases of probable or 
suspected crimeof which they have any legal evi- 
ence. Independent, however, of the action of 
these officers, the oath you have just taken enjoins 
upon you the obligation of inquiring into ‘‘all 
offenses against the laws of the State, committed or 
triable in this city. of which you have orcan obtain 
legal evidence.’’ You will thus discover, 
gentiemen,that you are clothed with plenary powers 
to inquire into all cases of suspected crime and to 
send for all persons that may have ang knowledge on 
the subject of your investigation. he process of 
the court is of course always at your disposal for 
such peers as you may wish to appear before you. 
In the erformance of this igh nd im- 
portant utr I trust,. gentiemen, that you 
will be vigilant and thorough. Be careful not 
to igntly or unjustly accuse any person, and be 
equally careful in guarding the laws of our city from 
infringement, which can be done only by the in- 
dictment of all that are guilty of their infraction. I 
ms ty that the Circuit Attorney or his assistant 
will place before you any evidence of the violation of 
the laws relating to dramshops that they possess. It 
is one of their duties; and in addition I direct your 
attention to the matter, and ask you to give it full 
consideration. The law into whose violation you 
will inquire will be read to you by the Assistant Cir- 
cult Attorney, and will be found in the first volume 
of the Statutes, commencing at page 1,044.

THE REAL DANGER. 


Secretary TRAcY is credited by an inter- 
viewer with the remark that the greatest 
danger to our republic lies in the possi- 
bility of a disputed presidential election. 
He cites the experience of the Central and 
South American republics as proof of ‘the 
menace to be found in such a contingency. 

The Secretary touches only the surface of 
the matter. He substitutes for the cause 
the mere occasion of danger... There is un- 
doubtedly a chance that peculiar condi- 
tions and political complications attend- 
ing the determination of the presidential 
choice of the people may subject the ma- 
chinery devised for the purpose to a severe 
strain. This situation would ‘bea test of 
the temper of the people. ‘It would de- 
termine the relative strength of their 
patriotism and partisanship. Does any 
man doubt what would be the outcome of 
such a test among the plain people whose 
only interest in the Government is meas- 
ured by the general welfare? They would 
be governed surely by patriotic considera- 
tions. 

But there is another element to be reck- 
oned'with, It is composed of those who 
have personal and pecuniary interests in 
the Government and whose interests are 
dependent upon the fortunes ofa party : 
They are the buzzards of the Government 
spoils—spoils of office and spoils of 
discrimination and vicious influence. The 
critical point would be found in the 
strength of the spoilsmen of office and 
favoritism, their ability to control the 
leaders and force the parties into desperate 
measures which would precipitate a violent 
struggle. : 

At the bottom of the Spanish-American 
revolutions is the loot system, and it is 
'the building up of this system in our Re- 
public by which the leeches of special fa- 
vors and the vampires of spoils are 
fastened upon the Government which con- 
stitutes the real menace to the Govern- 
ment, These classes regard the Govern- 
ment asa means of despoiling the people 
and corrupting elections with money 
filched from the public pocket. 

After all, therefore, a political crisis is 
to be feared only as an opportunity for 
the spoils element to involve the people in 
a fight for their pelf,and itisthe party 
represented by Secretary TRACY which 
has been chiefly instrumental in encourag- 
ing and strengthening this pernicious ele-, 
ment.

State Policy and the Choice of Senators. 
From the New York WORLD. 

State legislators are elected to legislate for 

the State, orought tobe. If the best inter- 
ests and the true will of the people are to be 
represented in legislation, they must be 
chosen with sole reference to their attitude 
upon questions of State policy. 
If the Legislature is made also both a nom- 
inating convention andan electoral college 
forthe choice of United States Senators—as 
itisunder the present system—a disturbing 
influence is introduced into legislative elec- 
tions. If the members are chosen with ref- 
erence td the Senatorial election, the Legis- 
lature may éasily misrepresent the popular 
will as to State legislation. If they are 
chosen with strict reference to State legisla- 
tion—as they should be—they may easily mis- 
represent the popular willinthe choice ofa 
Senator. The two functions are incongruous 
and ought not to be united in a single body. 

The existing system lowers the tone of 
State politics ana adversely affects the aver- 
age of character and intelligence in the 
Legislatures. The ambitions of men to be 
Senators call into play the utmost ingenuity 
of theiradherents to secure the nomination 
and election of State legislators favorable to 
their election, without much regard to the 
qualifications of such men for the legislative 
work they are set to do, Legislatures are 
thus made up not in the interest of State 
politics desired by the people, but in the in- 
terest of factions desirous of representation 
in the United States Senate. 

Senators are now chosen neither by the 
majority ofthe people nor by the majority 
even of the Legislature, but by the majority 
of the dominant party’s caucus, which may, 
and often does, represent scarcely more than 
one-fourth of the Legislature, and perhaps 
no larger portion of the people. 

The Senator chosen is tempted by every 
consideration of ambition to secure his re- 
election, when the time comes, by the 
shameless misuse of patronage during his 
entire term, or, if he has money at com- 
mand, to use that In influencing the election 
of the Legislature which must choose his suc- 
cessor, 

The system in use breeds fraud and corrup- 
tion, andit debases State politics. It puts 
unworthy men in the Senate and Keeps 
worthy men out. It gives opportunity to 
corporate monopoly to have itself instead of 
the sovereign State represented. It tempts 
to gerrymanders, to briberyand all other 
forms of corrupt political trickery. The 
remedy lies in the election of Senators by the 


people. 


A Most Expensive Remedy.

Several hundred workmen ina big Chicago 
shoe factory have struck work in a body. 
They hold daily meetings and declare their 
ability to withstand a protracted siege, They 
look upon the place of their late employment 
as a country to be reconquered. They enter- 
tain the bitterest hate for men who have 
succeeded them there. Although all possible 
connection with the firm has been severed, 
they still proceed as though possessing rights 
no resignation could extinguish. This isa 
common but a curious styleof reasoning.

However disguised, it ts 
menace, and however bravely it may be 
prosecuted it is the most discouragingly ex- 
pensive mode of warfare the workman can 
possibly employ.

SHOOTING OF A STRANGER AND ESCAPE 
OF THE MURDERER. 


‘Cuddy Mack,’’ the Proprietor of the 
Place, Arrested—His Story ofthe Crime 
—Testimoney of Eye-Witnesses—The 
Murdered Man not Positively Identi- 
fled—Story of the Ineffectual Attempts 
to Close the Place. _ 


Last night a man was foully murdered in 
‘*Cuddy Mack’s’’ dive at 1015 North Broad- 
way. 

The cold-blooded murder was but the inev- 
itable sequence and climax of a system which 
allowed such a hell as Caddy Mack’s to Keep 
open in defiance of the law. 

The saloon has been known as one of the 
worst divesin St. Louis and has been re- 
ported by the police as a resort where 
thieves and thugs congregate, but despite its, 
character it has been allowed to flourish 
through the failure of the responsible city 
officialsto enforce the laws governing the 


THE STRANGER IN CUDDY MACK’S. 

It was shortly after 7 o’clock last night 
when a stranger, supposed then to be one 
Wm. Barrend,a German peddler from OChi- 
cago, was assassinated in Ouddy Mack’s 
groggery. The surroundings and incidents , 
accompanying the tragedy at that criminal. 
resort, No. 1015 North Broadway, were emi- 
nently in keeping with the tragedy itself. 

The place, dark, dingy, foul of smell, was 
crowded with its usual Sunday habitues, 
men, many of whom have established police 
records and all of whom are ‘‘suspects’’ un- 
der the eyeof the police, Thirty or forty 
such characters were assembled in the dive. 
Profanity and obscenity ruled, and the 
tainted atmosphere resounded with language 
that hades itself could have no more than 
é6qualled. Liquor flowed, and all the elements 
of crime and criminal actions were there. 

To the rear of the place there had been, un- 
tll recently suppressed by the police, a con- 
cert stage, where male and female perform- 
ers had added by their contributions to the 
other attractions of the resort. The ‘‘con- 
cert’’ was not lacking yesterday, however, 
for there was stilla pianoleft on the stage, 
and atthis pilanoa man, employed by the 
proprietor, presided and furnished music to 
the patrons of the dive. Flash music, more 
or less ribald songsit wasthat the patrons 
demanded, and such a selection had just 
been rendered when the murder in Cuddy 
Mack's took place, 

Seated at a table near this piano was a man 
evidently something of a stranger in Cuddy 
Mack’s. He was. plainly a German, a heavy- 
set, smooth-faced man, whose features 
showed the traces of along career of hard 
drinking. He wore comparatively good 
clothes, but he was beyond question familiar 
with such proceedings as met his eyes at 
Cuddy Mack’s, and at home with such char. 
acters as congregated there. But he was 
quiet and inoffenstve in manner, and had 
made no demonstration of a quarrelsom? or 
hostile nature towards any one in the place. 

By his side at the table was another man, a 
frequenter of Cuddy Mack’s, one Martin ‘by 
name. Occasionally the two would exchanges 
words with one another, but only incidental- 
ly. They were not drinking together, and 
the stranger was apparentiy not much in- 
clined to strike up an acquaintance with any 


one. 

Across the saloon from these two men were 
a group of other men, who hang around 
Cuddy Mack’s continually. What conversa- 
tion may have been going onin this group 
that might bear upon the cold-blooded assas- 
sination about to be committed has not yet 
been brought tolight, but that some such 
conversation must have been indulged in 
seenis inevitable in view of what followed. 

THE MURDER. 

A concert selection on the piano, just back 
of these two groups, haa been finished only 
long enough to have enabled the pianist to go 
tothe rearofthe saloon and then to regain 
and open the dooron his return. No move 
had been made by members of the group 
facing the German stranger, no hostile 
demonstration of any sort, no quarrel, and 
not even words of any nature had passed be- 
tween the knotofOuddy Mack habitues and 
the man sitting quietly at the table opposite, 
But suddenly there stepped out. from the 
group one man, who held a pistol fn his hand 
and who advauced to within four feet of the 
German, as the scene was described by an 
eye-witness, 

This man, it is stated, appeared to be be- 
tween 25 and 80 years ofage. He was smooth- 
faced, a blonde, heavy-set and of medium 
height. Itis stated that he wore @ lght- 
colored and lght-weight Overcoat and a 
derby hat. 

Before the German seated quietly at the 
table opposite hadtimeto rise at sight of 
this man with the drawn revolver, the pistol 
was leveled at him and the first shot was 
fired, followed quickly by two Others. All 
three shots struck the as he sat in his 
chair facing his assassin. One bullet entered 
the abdomen, another passed through the 
heart, the third passed through the man’s 
right hand, 

As the last shot sounded the German fell to 
the floor dead. Nota word had been spoken, 
it is said, toexplain the cause of the sudden 
killing, either berore the murder, during its 
perpetration, or afterwards. 

The man, Martin, seated beside the Ger- 
man at the table, had, it is said, arisen hastily 
asthe first shot was fired, pnder the im- 

ression that he, too, was being attacked.

DESCRIPTION OF THE DEAD MAN, 

The shooting was done with a 38-caliber 
revolver, Whenthe body of the murdered 
man was taken to the Morgue it was found 
that he had in his pockets two collars, one of 
which was marked ‘‘M. 8. Bollock;’’ his 
shirt was marked ‘‘J, Osborne’’ and a light 
necktle in his pocket bore the stamp, ‘‘John 
Bergen, 228 South Halstead street.’’ Acard 
found on the body bad on one side the printed 
address, ‘‘Mulford’s ticket agency, 208 
South Clark street, Chicago,’’ and on the re- 
verse the following written note:

124 South Halstead street, 


_Below this was the address, ‘‘No. 1925 
North Twelfth street,’’ but inquiry by the 
police atthat place failed to find any one 
who knew the murdered man. The fact that 
the murdered man’s name was Willlam 
Barrend was stated to the police by 
aman in Cuddy Mack’s saloon, who 
saidalsothat he was known as ‘‘German 
Billy’’ and was a peddier. The dead man’s 
description is given as follows: About 6 feet 
8 Inches in height, weight I70 pounds. Face 
smooth shaven, nose broad and prominent, 
jaws square, lips thin, head Megs 4 broad 
above the ears and badly scarred in the back. 
Clothing almost new, black diagonal coat 
and vest and black pants with narrow gray- 
ish stripes half aninch apart. Gaiter shoes 
but slightly worn, underclothing of ight 
brown woolen material. 

No statement has been made to the police 
of how the murderer esgaped from the sa- 
loon, and beyond the fact that several men 
state that Jack Tracy was present when the 
shooting occurred, no other connection of his 
name with the murder is made, save in the 
report to the police that Tracy was the man 
who did the shooting. Itis not known when 
Tracy left Cuddy Mack’s place. Leo 
Christian, the eye-witness who gives 
the only description of the murderer 

et obtained, states that he does not know 

ack Tracy. Christian was seen by a POST- 
DISPATCH reporter at the Third District Sta- 
tion this morning and described the killing as 
already told above. He had also told the 
same story to Capt. Joyce. The police do not 
yet accept Christian’s story as authentic, the 
fact that he wasin Cuddy Mack’s employ as

CUDDY MACK INTERVIEWED, 

Cuddy Mack was visited in the holdover at 
the Four Courts this morning by aPost-Dis- 
PATCH reporter, whom he told all that he had 
made his mind to give the public in relation 
tothe murderin his saloon last night. He 
was in shirt sleeves and looked as if he had 
not yet fully recovered from the effects of a 
big spree, He has a smooth face, rather full, 
and worea derby hat, well-fitting trousers 
and gaiters. He had gold studs in his shirt 
and imitation pearl buttonsin his cuffs. He 
wore no yestor collar and his suspenders 
were down at his side, 

‘*‘] don’t know much about the affair.’* 
said he, ‘‘asI didn’t see the shooting and it 
was Over almost before I knew it. was 
talking with a fellow named Doolan—Tom 
Doolan—and another man to whomlI had 
just been introduced atone end of the bar, 
nearthe frontof thesaloon. We were tak. 
ing a drink together when I heard three 
shots in quick succession. An ice chest at 
the other end of the bar prevented me from 
seeing the shooting. It seemsthat the man 
shot was sitting between the ice chest 
and the stage and the man who shot 
him eee right in front of him. Ags 
soon as th shooting took place everybody at 
the rear end of the saloon, where the shoot- 
ing occurred, ran to the front part of the 
house andIrantotherear, I found the man 
lying in frontof thechair in which he had 
been sitting. I opened his vest and saw that 
he had been shotin the breast. I also saw 
that he had a wound fn one of his hands, but 
didn’t know whether the third shot had hit 
him or not. He was breathing aga cg and I 
knew that he was badly hurt. I felt his 
pulse, too, and then went to the front of the 
saloon where the crowd was and told them to 
send for an ambulance and have 
him taken to the Dispensary, 
the man was going to die, Then 
I sent for overcoat and umbrella and 

hen they came Ileft. I was looking fora 
policeman when Iwas arrested. They too 
me to the Third District Police Station and i 
slipped away as soon asI could, use 
didn’t want to stay all night in the hole, 
Capt. Joyce has nouse forme and I didn’t 
want to stay there, That was the only reason 
Ihad_for leaving the sta#ion.’’

Tribute to the Character of the Late 


Supreme Court Justice. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL MILLER PRESENTS 
THE BAR MEMORIAL, 


Eloquent Bulogy of the Distinguished 
Jurist-His Life Recalled From the 
Farm to the Supreme Bench—He Oul ti- 
vated Every Field of Knowledge— 
Closing the Record of a Noble Career. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 7.—In the. Su- 
preme Court to-day, Attorney-General Miller 
presented for record the memorial adopted 
py the bar Feb. 6upon the death of the late 
Justice Bradley, Upon doing’so he said: 

‘‘These occasions are recurring with painful 
frequency. Ip each of the years 1887, 1888, 
iss9, 1890and now again at the threshold of 
1992, an honored member of this court has 
been summoned into phat presence of incon- 
ceivable solemnity, where all must appear at 
last to answer for duty done or duty neg: 
lected. Well may the bar and the courts say 
they are becoming reluctant to grant these, 
their last highest honors, 

‘*‘Yet neither in length of days nor in their 
results is the end of the life of Justice Bradley 
untimely. Having passed the limit pre- 
ccribed by the Psalmist, and by reason of his 
strength he attained almost to four score 
years. Through all the journey, rich and 
useful in the fruits of his talents, his industry 
and his learning, Mke the mildness and 
serenity of the summer’s day, he has gone 
down with slow descending, grateful, long 
lingering Nght, the radiance of the evening 
giving sure promise of a morning and a mor. 
row of endless brightness, 

‘The oldest of eleven children of Puritan 
New England lineage, Joseph Bradley was 
pornon a farm in Albany County, New York, 
on the 14th day of March, 1818, and was there 
fore, on Jan, 22 last, Sthe day ofhis death, 
near the end of his 79th year. The means of 
his parents, who at his birth were only 19 
years old, were slehder and the circum- 
stances of his childhood and youth were very 
hard, The little farm was rugged—almost 
mountainous; the soil then barren. The 
meager crops were eked out by cutting wood 
from the hillsides and. burning it into char- 
coal which young Bradley peddled about the 
streets of Albany. But though sore pressed 
to supply the needs of their fast-growing 
flock, this father and mother were of the in 
telligent farmer class, so often ambitious to 
give their children a better chance than 
their own, and they dia forthe boy the best 
they could. A few months® of 
country schooling in winter and 
a few books were the foundation 
on which a great superstructure of learning 
was bullt—a foundation which, with all due 
respect to so-called improved school sys- 
temsand modern methods, it is believed, 
was all the better forthe ambitious boy, be- 
cause the opportunities were rare, and the 
new books so entirely mastered. In the In- 
tervals of necessary work, we can imagine 
this boy In garments home-spunand home- 
made, every thread, and every stitch in- 
woven with the warmth ofa mother’s love, 
slight-of form, but full of life and energy, 
quick of motion, and quick of ‘temper, eager 
and apt in all the sports with his fellows, but 
even more eagerand moreapt in the use of 
his slight oppertunities, by book or school, 
to feed the beginnings of that hunger of the 

mind, which was the spur of his whole life, 
and which to the last was insatiable. 

“atigthis boy, with so few advantages, 
became thé teacher of a winter school, an 
occupation continued for four seasons, This 
wasthe best possible training, because it 
necessitated thoroughness. As a student 
andasaman, a most striking trait of his 

‘haracter was thoroughness, Be studied al- 

mosteverything, and whatever he studied 

came his own—a part of his very self. 

‘OrSir Thomas Moore, the first layman to 
become Lord Chancellor and who was wiser 
than his contemporaries by at least 300 years, 
it issaidthat he was perfecting himself in 
most of the liberal sciences, as music, arith- 
metic, geometry, astronomy, and growing to 
bea perfect historian. So of Judge Bradley, 
while the law was his business and the great 
study of his life, many—perhaps I should say 
most- other flelds of knowledge were dalili- 
vently cultivated, not only as recréa- 
tions, but as uuxiliary to his profession. 
Yetnelther in his writings norin personal 
intercourse was there any display by Justice 
Bradley of his acquirements. ne was im- 
pressed, not with what he Enew, but with 
What he was andwhat hedid., Allthat he 
learned enlarged the man—it did mot merely 
acd to the load of his possessions. He wasa 
modest man, He had not the gift of elo- 
quence, as that term is generally understood 
in its relation to juries, but he had what is 
Vastly more important to a lawyer anda 
judge, the power of clear, terse statement. 

Ol the quality and measure of his work as a 
justice of this court, running through near 
sixty volumes of the reports, there is no need 
tospeak, With all his lenreing with all his 

sions, Justice 
Bradley’s opinions rarely rest primarily on 
adjudged cases, They are bottomed in prin- 
ciple, and then, when practicable, buttressed 
by authority. The principle involved is 
Clearly stated with its necessary logical re- 
sults, and cases are cited to show that, on 
similar facts, ike deductions have approved 
themselves to other judges— been sanc- 
tioned by other courts.

In receiving the resolutions of the bar Chief 
Justice Fuller, speaking for the court, said: 

We receive the memorial of the bar and 
cudress of Attorney-General as deserved 
tributes to the eminent man whose labors 
have illuminated the conclusions of this 
tribunal, and whose gracioug presence has 
been to us members a source of inspiration 
and fraternal regard forso many years. We 
indeed sorrow deeply that we shall see his 
lacé ho more. The story of the lives of those 
Who have triumphed over adverse circum- 
stances and by indomitable will and indus- 
try gained that reatest useful.

traying the early difficulttes surmounted by

An English Authority Criticises Racing 
in America. 7 


THE MATCH BETWEEN CORBETT AND 
CHOYNSKI DECLARED OFF. 


| Windy James Says He Will Fight Sulli- 


van, but of Course He Will Not—The 
Kind of a Match Mitchell Wants With 
the Champion—Sporting News in Gen- 
eral, 


A series of articléson ‘‘The Turf in the 
United States’’ have been commenced in the 
London Sportsman. An extract from the first 
article is given, below. The portion of the 
article not printed describes the stables at 
the tracks, the cost of feeding horses, the 
money paid jockeys, trainers and stable 
hands and winds up with a criticism 
or the decisions made on tracks 
here, claiming that all rules are 
violated to appease .public clamor, 
It will be noticed that the writer, in de- 
scribing the tracks in and around New York 
City, omits the Brooklyn Jockey Club course 
at Gravesend and the Sheepshead Bay track, 
makingten, instead of eight, race courses 


“which draw upon the metropolis for support. 


He mentions the Brooklyn track further on 
asa member of the Board of Control, but 
omits Sheepshead Bay, there being five, in- 
stead of fourtracksinthis body. The arti- 
cle, while not particularly complimentary, 
contains many sad truths and it 
will prove very interesting reading, as 
it gives Americans an idea of 
what partféular features of the turf in this 
country strike an Englishman as being espe- 
cially strange or noticeable. The article 


reads: 

Flat racinginthe United States has prac- 
tically existed for little more than twenty 
vears, certainly not more than twenty-five, 
since the Northern people got rid of the slave 
question and its war accompaniment. There 
had been racing in the Southern States since 
the days of Diomed, first winner of the 
Derby, who was imported into the States, 
but it was long-distance racing—four 
mile heats, and that sort of 
barbarous work—and , there was 
very little of it. About the time that Mr. 
Pryor and Mr, Ten Broeck transported 
Charleston, Pryor, Prioress, Stark and other 
horses to America there was @ ‘‘boom’’ in 
racing, but that was quickly extinguished by 
the Civil War. Before that event racing was 
carried on by afew gentlemen as an amuse- 
ment; now it is followed as a business, anda 
very extensive business it has grown into. 
Itis supported by the general public asa 
means of gambling, and by the race track 
owners as a means of making money; but 
the love of the horse, the love of racingasa 
sport, and for its own sake, is conspicuous 
by its absence. 
fate of other pastimesinthe States. Even 
the national game of base bali has degener- 
afead into a mere money-making business. 
One would imagine that men who have 
acquired great wealth would be con- 
tented to spend some of it in racing 
and other pursuits without the hope ofa 
return in the shape of dividends, and 
merely for health and pleasure; wut the rich 
Yankee, asarule, demands thathis amuse- 
ments shall pay hima good return upon his 
capital. Thusin racing he regards the thor- 
oughbred asa oe i og | machine, and 
values himassuch. If he has any affection 
forthe animal he disguises it so carefully 
that itevades the closest observation. The 
above remarks willindicate the key-note to 
racing in the United States, and wiil explain 
many things not otherwise intelligible, 

Twenty years ago the American Jockey 
Club was founded, and held its meetings at 
Jerome Park. It was nota jockey club, and 
it was not ina proper sense American, or 
representative of Americans. It represented 
‘ts founders—a knot of men, or a syndicate, 
formed for the purpose of racing—and was 
essentially a speculation. The track was 
limitedg and irregularly. shaped, about 
a mile round and very dangerous. 
The accommodation was very In- 
ferior and insufficient, but racing was 
‘In its infancy and its votaries were satisfied. 
it must be admitted, also, that the pro- 
moters of Jerome Park, and especially its 
founder, Mr. Leonard Jerome, were not de- 
ficient in the sporting instinct. But as the 
public of the Eastern metropolis became 
educated up, Iwon’t sayto racing, but to 
the spiritof gambling cn racing, enterpris- 
ing men eager to profit by the golden shower 
constructed new race-tracks, which showed 
progressive improvement both in amount of 
stakes in the co'lstruction of the course, and 
in accommodation forthe public. Of these 
tracks there are now “—> accessible from 
the cities of New York, Brooklyn and Jersey 
—namely, Clifton, Guttenburge, Brighton 
Beach, Coney Island, Monmouth Park, Eliza 
beth, Linden and Morris Park. Of these 
four have been shut up by the police as 
contrary to law. These are in the 
State of New Jersey, -where, however, 
twotracks are still kept open, the madgis- 
tratés and judiciary being interested in 
them, For the Goddess of Justice in the 
States sits blindfola with upturned hand be.- 
hind her back. The proprietors of each of 
these race tracks dub themselves and their- 
associations jockey clubs, just as with equal 
justice Sandown and Kempton Park might 
atiix that title to thelrown enclosures, Each 
has control over its own track, and noth- 
ing more. Latterly four of these tracks— 
Morris Park, .Monmouth Park, Brook- 
lyn and Coney Island—have as- 
sociated themselves together with a view 
to control racing in the East and have called 
themselves ‘*The Board of Control.’’ The 
members of this board are the owners of the 
tracks and their dependents. The board has 
assumed the responsibility of granting li- 
cences to jockeys and trainers, and of warn- 
ing people off the tracks they represent for 
malpractices. But more of this board anon. 
It is not in any sense a jockey club, orevena 
representative body. 

‘he tracks in the United States are all in- 
closed, as at Sandown Park, and gate money 
is charged. The bookmakers pay from £15 to 
£20 daily for the privilege of plying their vo- 
cation. These, with the refreshment rooms, 
are the sources of incomes to the jockey 
clubs. The law permits thirty days’ racing 
per year at each track, and this is usually 
divided into two periods of fifteen days each, 
falling between May 1 and December 1. 
Thetracks themselves are made of loam, 
Clay, and sand, and are usually a mile round. 
Morris Park and Monmouth, the two most re- 
cently built, are amile and three-eighths, 
with straight runs of six furlongs, while 
Monmouth has a straight runof one and 
three-eighths miles. These tracks are wide 
well drained, and kept constantly harrowed 
and rolled, They are sometimes heavy with 
mud, and often thick with dust. In the 
former case the mud is turned 
up with harrows to expose it to 
the sun and wind, when it seerly ‘dries. It 
is then rolled with heavy roliers to break up 
the fried clods. When heavy with dust the 
track is watered. Pipes are laid right 
round and a hose does the business. 
breaking and training, as well as racing, 
is done on_ these tracks. They are in- 
closed by solid posts and rails, so that horses 
cannot leave the track unless they jump the 
fencé or bolt through an open gate. Sverre 
sixteenth ofa mile is marked with posts and 
the distance lettered so thata horse cannot 
xallop any distance without being timed and 
time is the great test in the States.

SAVED FROM THE SEA, 


The Rescue of the British Steamer Akaba 
Oft Hatteras Shoals. 


NEW YORK, March 7,—Members of the Mari- 
time Exchange are lavish in their praise of 
Capt. Berg and his seamen of the City of Bir- 
mingham, whose daring saved the British 
Steamship Akaba from the shoals of Hatte.- 
ras. Their bravery will receive some sub- 
stantial token from the Exchange. 

The Akaba is a 3,000-ton British steamship, 
She disabled her machinery at sea while 
making passage from Marseilles to New Or- 
leans. She drifted helplessly before the wind 


until sighted by the American steamship 

George W..Clyde, which towed her to Turk’s

The underwriters who held insurance on the 
disabled vessel engaged the Saturn totow the 
vessel to this port. 

She madetherun.to Turk’s Island in four 
days, and on Feb. 17 left that point with the 
Akaba in tow, The line parted Saturday 
night while the two vessels were off B *s 
Isiand. They had been there for several days, 
struggling against heavy adverse winds! 
without making any appreciable progress. 
It is not definitely known how the accident to 
the Saturn’s, propeller occurred, but : 
supposition Is that ai part 
broken. hawser wound round the screw 
before the engines could be stopped. 
The Saturn abandoned the Akaba and re- 
turned to Newport News, with her.crew of 
thirty-five. Twenty-four hours after the 
Saturn was compelled to abandon the Akaba 
the City of Birmingham, in command o 
Capt. Berg, from Savannah for this port, 
sighted her drifting towards one of ‘the most 
dangerous shoals along the Atlantic coast. 
An officer of the Birmingham thus relates the 
incidents of the rescue: 

**At 11 o’clock last Monday morning we 
were inthe neighborhood of y’s Island. 
We were battling with one of the worst gales 
that ever visited that region. Ihave been to 
sea a good many years, but in all my ex 
rience I never recall a time when such terrific 
Seas towered aboveaship. As these walls of 
water rolled up mountains high I was afraid 
that our ship would be dashed to piecés, At 
the height ofthe storm Capt. Berg’s atten- 
tion was called to distress signals. Throu 
the stormy maze we could just distinguish 
what appeared tobe rockets. The disabled@ 
ship was hugging the shore. Capt. Berg

The City of Birmingham 
forged slowly ahead and for more than an 
hour was tugged until soundings showed we 
were in fifteen fathoms of water. Then we 
succeededin getting a 65-inch wire hawser 
from the AKaba. This was the one which 
parted while the Saturn was towing the ship. 
Ve got this hawser justin time. The strain 
onthe manila hawser finally told, and it 
anise tearing away five bigiron bits and 
Smashing a part of the bulwarks. 

‘*The wire hawser saved the Akaba, but 
we also had to use the manilla one. We 
nearly drifted down several times upon the 
Akaba. We could make very little headway 
and practically only kept the steamship from 
drifting dangerously near the shore. 

**About 3 a. m.,Tuesday,the manilla hawser 

again parted. The wire one showed evidence 
Oofcollapse. Atthis juncture there was for- 
tunately a lullinthe storm and we launched 
a boat to pick up the line. We then fastened 
itagain and started eastward. No sooner 
had we done this than the gale swept down 
‘Onus with renewed force. Butall that day 
and night wetowed the ship without an 
further mishap. The tugs Underwriter an 
Taurus arrived early Wednesday morning in 
‘search of the Akaba and with thelr assist- 
ance we towed the ship into Hampton 
Roads.’’ 
‘' Many historic wrecks line the shoals on 
whichthe Akaba was drifting, It is the 
graveyard of hundreds of ships, and the 
wrecks have usually been attended with 
frightful loss of life. ere the first monitor 
lown, and near by Jie the bones of the 
| States sloop-of-war Huron, wrecked 
y. 24, 1877, when only four officers and 
thirty men were saved out of a crew of 189. 
The les of 110 men and two women, washed 
ashore from the steamship Metropolis, 
strewed the beach soon after the Huron’s 
memorable disaster.

A WEIGHTY QUESTION. 


Naval Officers Discussing the Best Color 
for the Cruisers. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—Naval officers now- 
adays are trying to discover what is the 
most suitable color for the vessels of the 
navy. As a board has been appointed to select 
the best paint for ships* bottoms it would 
please a great many naval people who have 
had experience with vessels painted white, 
if this board would also be instructed to 


select some other color for painting ships 
above the water line, Two years’ experience 
with white paint has convinced most 
Raval officers that this is not the 
best paint, elther for neatness or for service. 
Commanding officers complain that It Is ex- 
tremely difficultto keep the modern ships In 
order when it is necessary to coal every fort- 
night when making a passage and when lying 
in hot and sticky ports of the tropics. 10 
order to maintain a respectable appearance, 
frequent paintings are necessary, making 
white much more expensive’ than any other 
color that could be adopted. Besides it !s 
most conspicuous of all colors at night, and 
is therefore not at all adapted to war service. 

Most experts agree that a neutral color 
akin tothat which the French have chosen 
for their coasting vessels should be adopted. 
The shade referred tois lead color, with a 
slight tin of green similar tothe atmos- 
pheric color observed nearthe horizon dur- 
ing morning and.evening. Ships inted 
this color are almost indistinguisnuable after 
darkness. During the Chillan war the tor- 
pedo boats Lynch and Condell were inted 
this color. On two occasions—one at Iquique 
and the other at Coquimbo—poth these vessels 
entered the ports named at night and were 
scarcely visible a few hundred feet away. 
Capt. Schiey is one of the most earnest ad- 
vocates of this color. In his recent report to 
the department he recommends that all ships 
be painted this color so that there should ve 
no necessity to repaint shipsin the event of 
war to complete their ess for it.
